Having the 
Director establish poliejror approve principles in this manner would give 
the Deputy Director (Support) a certai^amount of flexibility in developing 
language to implement the Dilator’s jgmlcy, and the Deputy Director (Support) 
could thus make language and pltecedujpi changes from time to time without the 
necessity of DCI approval, as loB^Jfs the principles were not violated.
